o an indi\4dnal becomes the nrbit- 
rary deviser, determiner and admin* 
istrator. Initiative becomes limited 
to the capacity of a few minds. 
'I hroiigh their \ery absoluteness 
the e mind tend to become frozen 
into a set pattern. That is what the 
planners are asking us to accept. 

What is the alternative? In Can¬ 
ada there are close to a quarter 
million sopcratr enterprises outside 
our main business of agriculture. 
Fiidi can only Hsurvive through its 
ability to render its own individual 
service. There are 160.000 wholesale 
and retail establish incuts, some 26. 
«"*o manufacturing eiiteipprlscH. and 
another thirty or forty thousand in¬ 
dividual undertakings in mines and 
power stations, lumbering operations 
lishcrics and canning plants and 
transportation systems. We have ov¬ 
er 700,000 business enterprises in ag¬ 
riculture. 

In i lose to a million such under¬ 
takings there are a million opportun¬ 
ities for innovation and experiment 
and development. These opportunit¬ 
ies arc there because, inherent in 
their very individuality is the power 
to authorise these experiments and 
innovations. Operating under a mill¬ 
ion seperato budgets, controlled by a 
million different managers, initiative 
cannot die. •’Competition develops 
new services or qualities or products 
to appeal to a wider public. Tills is 
the price of survival. 

Can any system, limited to tlie 
direction of a few minds, hope to 
achieve the drive, the initiative ,the 
imagination and adventure that opens 
new vistas of accomplishment and 
progress" We know it can't.

ion, there drew attention to tin* 
steady increase in population that 
is taking place in the world and that 
the product inn of foodstuffs is far 
fiom Increasing in proportion. 

Sir John offered his own Plan for 
Wo hi Peace, which was "to double 
food production within the next 5 
years in order to assure sufficient 
nutrition standards for people of the 
world, which would keep the w hee 
of industry going and science at 
work for peace.” 

1 1 will be observed that Sir John 
Orr confirms the views set out by 
t ho Sea rlc Ora in Company in these 
columns in our Issue of August 25. 

Considering the somewhat alarm¬ 
ing situation as • et out by Sir John 
and others, we can observe how ex¬ 
tremely fortunate it is for the world 
that the United States, Canada. Aust 
ralla. the Argentine and Europe and 
some oher countries have this year 
produced far better than expected 
crops, which at least will do some¬ 
thing to alleviate the extreme scarc¬ 
ity of food that has been the lot of 
tlie world during the past few years.

Duck shooting in the far north 
starts on September 11 and ends on 
October 30. That's understandable 
Mont of what we call our "northern 
ducks" come flout north of the Ath¬ 
abasca River and are driven south 
by storms which route earlier there 
I ha n here. 

But from Medicine Hut and Leth¬ 
bridge south to the border has been 
put iu the very same category—shoot¬ 
ing from Sept. 11 to Oct. 30. Why 
the extreme north and the extreme 


south are placed in same category 
only the bureaucrats will ever tell. 
Actually during the period between 
those dates in the southern eight or 
ten townships of the province hero 
will be no ducks to shoot except the 
locally hatched. Northern ducks 
do not begin to go south until the 
end of October us a rule. Mallard 
and other species of larger wild ducks 
do not become prime until the midd¬ 
le of October. Certainly they will 
not* reach the southern plains until 
well after tho closing dute for duck 
shooting Oct. 30. Actually tho proper 
dates for the lajth bridge zono should 
bo October 1 to freeze up. 

Yet the Edmonton zono and the 
Calgary zone, where all tho storms 
and cold weather that bring the 
ducks south come from, may shoot 
ducks this full till Nov. 13 and Nov. 
20 respectively. 

Whoever promulgated such an or¬ 
der ought to have his head read.

1 POTATOES AS A 

LIVESTOCK FEED. 

Each year there is a considers do 
tonnage of small and off grade (mil 
! occasionally surplus) pot .toes un¬ 
suitable for sale that cun be dinpo .* 1 
of profitably through livestock te.sl¬ 
ing. However, if potatoes are to he 
a profitable feed one must realize 
their limitations and exercise a cer¬ 
tain amount ol care in their feeding. 
Potatoes are approximately 80 pe 
relit water : lid therefore are some¬ 


what similar to an ensilage. They 
are lower in protion, essential min¬ 
erals, and vitamins than are most of 
the commonly used feeds. Por this 
reason potatoes should he led in con¬ 
junction with high quality feeds 
such as legume hays and grain, or 
protein mineral supplements should 
he added to the ration. Potatoes are 
sometimes unplalable until livestock 
become accustomed to them and 
therefore they should In; Introduced 
into the ration slowly. 

Potatoes that are sto ed under 
conditions favorable for kcep.ug can 
be fed raw to sheep and cattle blit 
should be, cooked lor pigs, if the po¬ 
tatoes have sprouted ihe sprouts 
should hi' klioehod ol before feed¬ 
ing as these are often poisonous to 
livestock. Sunburned, Irozon, or de¬ 
cayed potatoes should not bo fed to 
any class ol stock. All potnt »cs 
should he sliced or pulverize*!, betote 
feeding to avoid the danger of chok¬ 
ing- 

It large quantities ol potatoes aie 
available tor feeding it is advisable 
to ensilage them. A pit or trench 
silo is preferred to a tower silo. Po 
tatoes may ensdaged alone, but tin* 
resulting silage is usually very slop¬ 
py and often unpalatable. It is us 
uully wiser to mix one part dry 
roughage, such as hay, straw or corn 
stover with every lour parts of potut- 
ve. before eiiailing. 

Potato silage has a leedii.g value 
similai to corn silage when fed to 
sheep and cattle. Four to live lbs. 
oi iaw potatoes, when led >Q a well 
balanced ration, have a feeding val¬ 
ue equivalent to approximately one 
pound of giam while dried potatoes 
have a feeding value equivalent to 
most grains, pound for pound. 

When fed to milking cows, potat¬ 
oes should be fed after milking and 
never just before milking so as to 
avoi doff-flavors in the milk. Fatt¬ 
ening cattle or dairy cows should not 
b fed more than 20 to 30 pounds of 
potatoes per head daily. Pigs may be 
fed up to 6 pounds per head dally 
depending on the size of the pig. If 
too large amounts arc fed severe 
scouring may result

Troublesome Weeds. Winter 
annual weed- such as stinkweed, 
slmpherd’s purse, and tumbling 
mustard arc often troublesome in 
these crops.
